The arguments drawn to reconsidering the rejections of record have been considered however the rejections of record are maintained. 



Claim 57 was withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention, thus applicant traverse on the ground that the 
inventions are not patentably distinct however the argument is not persaussive. If applicant insist that the sequnces are distinct, Applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing which inventions are obvious variants of each other or clearly 
admit on the record which inventions are obvious variants of each other. Therefore, claim 57 will not be considered. 

The amendment filed March 20, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 
Applicants have failed to present a showing of good and sufficient reason why the amendment which appears to introduce new matter is 
necessary and was not presented earlier.
